Response to Amendment 

1. In responding to applicant's amendment filed 10/20/2006, claims 9, 10 have been 
amended, claims 1-8, 11-17 have been canceled, and new claims 18-31 have been added. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance - Applicant's 
response filed on 10/20/2006 has been considered, with respect to claims 9 and 10, the 
references of the record fail to teach or suggest the method of temperature of a 
wavelength of a laser, comprising: 

Claim 9: 

Measuring the laser's temperature and the wavelength using an internal etalon and 
a correction factor using an external meter of the wavelength, where control module 
define temperature at a set point corresponding to a sum of the wavelength measured 
using the internal etalon and the correction factor, wherein the correction factor 
comprising 

(a) measuring laser's wavelength using internal etalon and (b) external meter, 
(c) measuring laser temperature and (d) modify the bias current to the laser chip, 

(e) adjusting the temperature until the external meter measures the 

same wavelength as (b) 

(f) defining the difference in temperature at step (c) and (e) 

(g) measuring wavelength using the etalon. 
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Claim 10: 

wherein stabilizing the wavelength comprising measuring the laser's temperature 
and the wavelength using an internal etalon and a correction factor using an external 
meter of the wavelength, where control module define temperature at a set point 
corresponding to a sum of the wavelength measured using the internal etalon and the 
correction factor; where the laser assembly comprises: a control module controlling a 
laser chip and internal etalon disposed on a submount with a temperature sensor, where 
there are photodetectors measure laser's wavelength at the input and output of the 
internal etalon.
